The Officers of the U.P.W.A. have declared a strike at the local 


Plant of Canada Packers Limited. 


In view of this action, the Company is publishing the following 
statement, which sets forth the facts regarding the origin of the strike. 


A copy of this statement was handed to each Employee of the 


Company on Thursday, July 26th. 


On Tuesday, July 17th, at 4:00 p.m., 24 men 
of the cattle killing division at the Toronto Plant 
of Canada Packers Limited, walked off the floor. 
(The whole division consisted of 85 men.) Five 
unprocessed cattle were left hanging on the rail. 


The men who walked off gave no reason at 
the time but later stated that the coredien was 
demanding too much of them. Had these men 
remained, their work on the five cattle would 
have been finished in three or four minutes and 
they would then have been through for the day. 


By the practice of the Company, which all 
of them fully understood, these 24 men received 
pay until 4:15 p.m. 


Four men refused to walk off with the 24. 
They remained and finished processing the five 
cattle. These 4 men were members in good stand- 
ing of the Union. 


* * * 


On the following day, a group of members 
of the cattle killing division, demanded from the 
4 men who remained a pledge that, in similar 
circumstances at a later date, they too would 
walk off. 


One man, John Reid, refused to give the 
pledge. The Union then demanded that this man 
should be transferred to another Department. 
Later (July 20th) the Union wrote the Company 
stating that Reid had been suspended from 
membership in the Union and requesting the 
Company to dispense with his services. The Com- 
pagy refused, Their reasons were: 


(1) That the 24 men had no grievance. 


That if they believe they had a grievance, 
they were pledged (by the agreement be- 
tween the Company and the Union) to sub- 
mit the grievance to procedure which was 
clearly laid down, 


(3) That Reid had simply done his duty as set 
forth in the agreement. 


(2) 


* * * 


The matter was fully discussed at a meeting 
held at the Company’s Head Office on Monday, 
July 28rd. The Union was represented by 10 
members, inciuding the officers of the Local and 
members of the cattle killing division. Their 
group was headed up by Mr. F. W. Dowling, 
National Director of the Union, 


The Company was represented by a group 
of 9 senior officers, headed by Mr. J. 8. McLean, 
President. 


After an all-day discussion, Mr. Dowling 
stated: 
(1) That the men, in walking off the floor, 


violated the agreement between the Company 
and the Union. 


That the members of the cattle killing divi- 
sion were in an excited frame of mind and 
were demanding action against Reid, 


That, in a conversation with the Chief 
Steward of the Union, Reid bad threatened, 
in case of disturbance, that he would use a 
knife. 


Mr. Dowling now changed his demand that 
Reid should be dismissed and requested he be 
transferred to another department. If this were 
not done, he stated that a strike was inevitable. 


To this Mr. McLean replied that the demand 
of the Union to have Reid removed was merely 
a diversion and had no bearing on the main issue. 
That issue was the walk-off. 


The facts of the case were: 


(1) That the walk-off was entirely without 
justification. 
(2) That Reid had done his clear duty and the 


Company would not follow the course de- 
manded which would imply that they con- 
demn Reid and approve the action of those 
who walked off. 


(3) That Reid firmly denied that he had threat- 
ened to use a knife, and that, on the face of 
it, it was against common sense to claim 
that one man would threaten 84 men. 


However, the Company was even more 
anxious than the Union to avoid disturbances 
in the Plant and would, with the Union, set 
up a joint committee to sift out the facts. 
If it were found that danger of a clash 
existed, then Reid, for his own protection, 
would be transferred to another department. 


That to call a strike on such an issue would 
be an act of flagrant irresponsibility and 
that it was Dowling’s clear duty to insist on 
delay and investigation. 


(4) 


(5) That a strike would involve a disregard of 
the present urgent need for meat; that, 
however long it lasted, it must be followed 
by a resumption of the discussion then in 
progress. Therefore, why not continue dis- 
cussions instead of striking. 


. * + 


The Company believes that Mr. Dowling did 
not desire a strike. However, as Nationa] Director 
of the Union, he failed to take the quite simple 
steps which would have prevented it. 


The strike was forced by the members of 
the cattle killing division who were clearly in the 
wrong from the beginning. 


If Mr. Dowling had insisted on the issue 
being submitted to the procedure specified in the 
agreement (between the Company and the 
Union), no strike would have occurred. 


* . * 


Employees of the Company's Peterborough 
Plant have been called out and the Union is 
demanding a strike at the Winnipeg, Edmonton 
and Vancouver Plants. 


This reckless action projects a grave national 
situation. If all the Plants of Canada Packers 
were closed, it would be impossible to process 
the livestock now coming to market. So long as 
the strike lasted, it would result in a serious drop 
in the price of all classes of livestock. Moreover, 
there would be a grave interruption in the flow 
of meat so urgently needed in Europe. From 
every point of view, the closing of Canada 
Packers’ Plants would be a National disaster.

The above statement has been prepared for 
distribution to employees of our Western Plants 
so that these facts may be before them when 
considering the demand of the Union to call a 
sympathy strike. They are urgently requested 
to consider: 
(a) Whether a strike was justified in 
Toronto. 

(hb) Whether they propose to join in 
the reckless demands of the Toronto 
Union for strike action at other 
Plants. 

Such a strike would result only in loss of 
wages to employees and injury to the National

Our Trading Ships 


Canada’s merchant fleet now numbers 
nearly 200 sea-going ships, and will reach 
that mark in a few weeks. We had 37 such 
ships when the war began. The ship-build- 
ing branch has kept pace with the other 
branches of wartime production, and has 
made a record of which Canadians have a 
right to be proud. 

A little history is very much in order. 
We emerged from the First World War 
with a merchant marine fleet of forty or 
fifty vessels, Government- owned. The 
ships turned out to be economic “white 
elephants” in peacetime, couldn't earn ex- 
penses, and were finally disposed of to the 
deep satisfaction of the taxpayers, who 
were tired of putting up money to cover 
operating losses 

The vessels couldn't meet expenses be- 
cause in a world criss-crossed by trade- 
killing policies there were not enough 
goods moving across the seas to keep their 
holds full. Half the time they were either 
running somewhere in ballast, at a dead 
loss, or Swinging idly in port waiting for 
cargoes which were too few and far be- 
tween. 

If our bigger merchant marine fleet 
now “in being” is not to meet the same fate 
in the years following this war there will 
have to be traffic for them to handle. And 
there won't and can’t be that traffic if the 
nations go back to the trade-prevention 
policies they built twenty years ago. 

The 12,500 Canadians who man our 
merchant ships will keep or lose their 
employment in peacetime according as 
Canada does or does not find markets 
abroad for its products and accept foreign 
products in exchange for them. Two-way 
affic, and plenty of it, is the only thing 
that can keep merchants ships sailing.

REGINA—The wheels of industry 
are starting to turn in Saskatche- 
wan. In a province long neglected 
by big manufacturers, government- 
owned industries and businesses 
are springing up to manutacture 
and develop rich raw materials and 
natural resources and provide new 
means of employment 


PRODUCES 1,509,000 POUNDS 
This fall, Saskatchewan - made 
woollen blankets and sweaters will 
appear on the western markets for 
the first time in years. Although 
the province has an annual wool 
production of about 1,500,000 
pounds, it had no woollen mill. The 
fleece was sent to other parts of 
Canada, or Britain, to be manufac- 
tured, and eventually some of it 
was shipped back to Saskatchewan 
in the form of finished merchandise 
To give the Province the advan- 
tages of a woollen mill, the new 
CCF government established a 
plant at Moose Jaw. By eliminating 
costly two-way freight charges, the 
mill will mean a substantial saving 
to people here purchasing woollen 
goods made at the government 
plant. It also means employment 
for 60 or more people and eventu- 


ally, a better market for the wool 
producers of this province 
There are other major advan- 


tages, too. Profits will give the gov- 
ernment additional funds to spend 
on its ever-increasing health ser- 
vices.
